Harley Race rolls Dick Murdoch to the mat. Harley says he has not looked good in 
recent matches because he is being dragged down to the level of his opponents. 


Not this time. Race was 
dragging near the end. The 
exhilaration he felt in past wars 
was gone from his eyes. Instead 
of sparkling jubilation, those 
dark almonds hung dazedly. 

“Tired, just a little tired,” 
champion’s early recourse to 
rulebreaking. Or toughing it 
out, as Race would say. 

“l react and act according to 
what / want to do,” Harley 
snapped. 

But Race did seem to weary 
as the match wenton, leading to 
the second part of this trilogy- 
in-descent. Wahoo McDaniel 
was his next opponent. 

If a Rhodes-Race match is a 
brawl, then a Race-McDaniel 
qualifies as a full-fledged war.

champion. A man Race 
respects and loves to wrestle. 
Some of Florida’s greatest 
bouts concerned these two. 

Yet their recent bout 
contained little of the brilliance 
which had illuminated earlier 
bouts. Where Brisco delivered 
precision maneuvers, Race was 
lethargic. Though the match 
ended in Race’s disqualification, 
many observers felt Brisco 
would have won the match.

Says his opponents 
make him look bad because 
they’re bad. Says everyone has 
an off-night. 

What Race ignores is the 
fragility of his position. A 
contender can have an off- 
night, lose a match and maybe 
suffer a drop in the ratings. Two 
notches. A champion is not 
accorded such a luxury. 


Race has an advantage over 
other champions. Bob 
Backlund, current WWF champ, 
either wins or his opponent is 
disqualified. Not Backlund. 
Race will get himself 
disqualified, a la Bockwinkel, 
when defeat approaches. 

So Race can survive a slump

“I'm better than I've ever 
been,” Race snarls. “And no 
one is goin’ to get my belt 
without an awful fight.”

It 
has nothing to do with Race’s 
talents. They are considerable.

So | asked the referee why 
DeNucci wasn’t disqualified. 

“He had done nothing 
wrong within the spirit of the 
match,” the referee claimed. 
“Scicluna and Mr. X were 
wrestling so dirty | didn’t think 
it fair to stop Dominic from 
getting revenge.” 

Isn’t that wonderful. 
DeNucci attacks Scicluna with 
a hammer and Scicluna is to 
blame. That's like a murderer 
blaming his victim for being 
around when the murderer 
wanted to kill him. What can 
you expect from a man whose 
only real defense is that he 
was paid very well for what 
he did?

Wrestling referees have a 
price lower than most. - 

Still, how can they get away 
with it? The fans let them. 
When DeNucci attacked 
Scicluna with a hammer, most 
of the fans were delighted. 
They cheered DeNucci on. In 
the feeble minds of those 
fans, DeNucci was a great 
hero defending the honor of 
wrestling. With the crowd’s 
approval, DeNucci could have 
killed Scicluna and the fans 
would have cheered. No one 
ever gave wrestling fans credit 
for thinking straight. 

In fact, many scientific 
wrestlers don’t even have to 
pay the referees, figuring 
“why pay for what | can get 
for free?” These guys know 
the fans will applaud their 
every move, and no referee 


has the guts to buck the fans. 
It doesn’t take long for a 
referee to see that if he keeps 
the fans happy, he keeps his 
job. Helping scientific 
wrestlers to win keeps 

the fans happy. 

People like Jack Brisco, 
Verne Gagne, Rick Steamboat, 
and Wahoo McDaniel have 
long known this. They pay the 
referees, but know that’s just 
insurance. As long as the fans 
keep cheering for them, those 
bozos will keep on winning. 
Any loss they suffer is due to 
- their opponent being superb. 
They win by guile and popular 
support. 

This comes as no surprise 
to the men who are slandered 
as rulebreakers. They realize 
the odds are against them, and 
their careers are a continual 
uphill battle, they'll never get 
the praise they deserve. To 
men of their stature, that 
doesn’t matter. 

To men like Ivan Koloff, 
Paul Jones, Ric Flair, and 
Bobby Duncum, all that 
matters is winning the best 
way they can. Let the 
peasants worship whom they 
may; these men answer to a 
higher authority—their own 
self-esteem. That's what 
makes them battle the odds 
day after day, week after 
week, year after year. 

Occasionally, the truth is 
seen, as when DeNucci 
blatantly violated the rules 
and nothing happened. When 
this occurs, a few fans will 
question, a few will be made to 
think, and a few will 
appreciate the rulebreakers. 
However, most fans will agree 
with the referees that the 
scientific wrestlers were 
allowed to. break the rules if 


that is the “spirit of the match.”

Typical of the comments we 
receive every month are those of 
Lillian Ford of Rye, New York,
